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Strictly from the point of view of rules 
we do not give access to tire public to documents 
of recent origin like the papers and evidence 
connected with the Netaji Inquiry Committee. However, 
in view of the persistent demand being made by the 
Netaji Research Bureau I tried to go through some of 
the old files and find out if there are reasons other 
than technical for refusing to make public these 
documents. At one time of course the matter was 
of considerable political importance because the 
friends and relatives of Netaji were making use of 
rumours of Netaji being alive for political purposes. 
The papers concerning this are so voluminous that 
I have not been able to go through all of them, 
especially the evidence given by various people to 
the Inquiry Committee. The main report of the 
Inquiry Committee was placed in Parliament on 
11th September 1956. The report of dissent by 
Shri Suresh Chandra Bose, elder brother of Netaji 
was placed in Parliament on 12th December 1956. 
However, it was decided not to make public the 
evidence itself. The late Prime Minister Nehru 
told in Parliament at the time of placing on the 
table of the House the dissentious report by Shri 
Suresh Chandra Bose that it was not "worthwhile" 
publishing the evidence. He, however, said that he 
had no objection to place the evidence before the 
Inquiry Committee on the table of the House, but that 
it was rather difficult because it would be a bad 
precedent. "If any Hon. Members care to see it, they 
can come to the Ministry of External Affairs* office 
and see it; I will show it to them." 
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Fart of the evidence was taken by the Inquiry 
Committee in Japan and some Japanese officials also 
gave the evidence. Further there are matters of 
defence and security interest in the evidence given. 
Therefore, one cannot decide whether it would be 
all right to give access to Dr. Sisir K, Bose to 
these documents without carefuly examining them 
from the point of view of public interest as well as 
any embarrassment which might be caused to the 
Japanese Foreign Office. We are going through these 
documents but it would take some time before we can 
express an opinion as the papers are really voluminous.

In view of the very strong views held by friends 
and relatives of Netaji that he is still alive and the 
fact that one of the members of the Inquiry Committee 
had dissented from the majority view that Netaji died 
in an air crash, it might be that if Dr. Bose is given 
access to this evidence, he would use it to dispute 
the majority findings of the Netaji Inquiry Committee.

The Council of Netaji Research Bureau have 
given the most serious consideration to the 
grounds on which you have decl ined to let us have 
copies _of pap ers of the Ne€a ji^Snquiry Committe e. 
The Bureau is of the opinion that the rules which 
apply to Political Department files can not and 
do not apply to papers of the Netaji Enquiry Commi- 
ttee. The Netaji Enquiry Committee was appointed 
by the late Prime Minister Nehru by announcement 
in the Parliament with the specific purpose of 
investigating a matter of the highest national 
importance, namely the reported death of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose as a result of an air crash 
in Taipei (Formosa) on August 18, 1945. The sitt- 
ings of the Committee were not held in secret. 

The purpose of such investigations can only be to 
reveal secrets, if any, and not to store up collec- 
ted data in secret files. In fact, the work of the

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Netaji Enquiry Committee was more or less on the 
same footing as that of the Warren Commission on 
the assassination of Resident Kennedy except in 
regard to the nature of personnel appointed and 
the manner of alleged death. In our view, a compre- 
hensive report of the findings of the Netaji 
Enquiry Committee ¥ including all relevant evidence 
and reports of cross examinations should have been 
published. 

The Government are no doubt aware that regard- 
less of the conclusions of the Netaji Enquiry 
Committee , all sorts of statements and reports — 
many of them of an utterly irresponsible character 
have been and are being made about Netaji’s fate.
